—What the total number students enrolled 
the colleges the United States the beginning 
the new school year? Statistics the subject 
are not yet hand, but safe assumption that 
the number larger than that year ago, for its 
tendency upward, and for some time past has 
averaged increase 50,000 per year, though this 
year not expected reach quite that amount. 

Figures recently compiled the United States 
Department the Interior showed the number 
students American colleges 850,000, which 
six times great the number who attended 
college this country thirty years ago, and 
larger than the number college students all 
the other countries the world. 

The number preparatory schools the United 
States has undergone diminution late, but the 
number high schools has enormously increased. 
Last year the attendance American high schools 
reached total 4,132,000. was only 357,000 
thirty years ago. The average quality the high 
schools has greatly improved, and this the reason 
officially assigned for the falling off the number 
the preparatory schools. 

The number students institutions high 
school rank estimated 4,700,000 for the United 
States and 5,700,000 for all the world beside. One 
reason why the number college students great- 
proportionally the United States than other 
countries assumed the greater diffusion 
material prosperity here than any other country 
the world.

The 
now famous Oregon case and the efforts made 
justify obnoxious law the eyes the Supreme 
Court the United States were striking instance 
danger from without. Passing over the danger 
and severe injury Christian ideals and principles 
from the press, the stage, modern fashions and 
forth, violence has been suffered through many 
the text books and works reference employed 
education, particularly literature, history, 
sociology, and the various branches philosophy 
and natural science. The professor the chair 
learning and wisdom frequently treats Christian 
ideals and principles rudely and dashes them the 
ground, operation that should viewed with 
more serenity than when bandit tears lovely 
child, the hope the world, from mother’s arms 
and dashes the ground. 

the more less urgent necessity under which 
Catholic institutions find themsleves imitating 
duplicating courses study offered secular 
schools, there some danger letting Christian 
ideals and principles decay from within. our 
eyes become focused material standards and the 
machinery for maintaining these standards, 


possible that our Christian ideals 
may suffer detriment.

Destroy the true and 
beautiful ideals standing forth beckoning and en- 
couraging you onward, illuminating your path and 
directing your steps, and you will wander aimlessly 
through dark forests desert wastes over un- 
charted seas. Take away the Christian ideals that 
built our modern civilization, and discontent, 
bewilderment, confusion and despair must result. 
quicken your pace, rush madly on, only 
hasten your eventual destruction. 

the mainspring human action, intelligent ef- 
fort. Principles are directing influence life and 
behaviour. Right principles are sound foundation 
which rear the superstructure education, 
religion, science. the same time they are 
directing and guiding influence; they are the eye 
the architect, the essence the specifications. 
False principles, principles all, lead con- 
fusion, chaos, unrest, discontent, anarchy, and the 
superstructure erected them will more reach 
perfect consummation than did the Tower 
Babel. Christian ideals and principles draw their 
imagery and inspiration, their source 
from Christ, the Son God, the Author nature.

MILTON’S HOMAGE MUSIC.

IKE brilliant after sunset glow, the genius Milton 
lit the departing splendors the Elizabethan 
Age. was “the heir poetical age, holding his place 
between the epoch unbiased dreamland and the epoch 
practical action; like his own Adam, who entering 
hostile earth, heard behind him the closed Eden the 
dying strains heaven.” And surely brought the 
echoes the heavenly strains with him, reflected not only 
the grand metrical music his verse, but his fre- 

quent and beautiful musical allusions. 
His father, John Milton, had been excellent musi- 
cian. With such musical influence behind him, Milton 
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was saved from rushing into that fanaticism against 
any form music but psalm singing. His Janus-like 
aspect, with one face, his artistic one, turned toward 
paganism, and one face, his moral one, turned toward 
Christianity, illustrated anywhere his musical allu- 
sions. The harps and cymbals the Hebrews, the various 
modes the Greeks, their lyres and the organs his 
own day, all contribute the general musical atmosphere 
his poetry. 
“Paradise Regained”, Satan has argument with 
the Savior the respective merits Greek and He- 
brew music. When Satan tempting Him with the gift 
all knowledge, says Greece: 
“There thou shalt learn and hear the secret power 
harmony tones and numbers hit 
voice hand, various measured verse, 
Aeolian charms and Dorian lyric odes.” 

But thus answered: 
would delight private hours 
With music with poem, where soon 
our native language can find 
That solace? All our law and story strewed 
With hymns, our psalms with artful terms inscribed, 
Our Hebrew songs and harps Babylon 
That pleased well our victor’s ear declare 
That rather Greece from these arts derived, 
Ill imitated while they loudest sing 
The voices their deities and their own 
fable, hymn song.” 

With admirable consistency, Milton never represents the 
good angels singing playing any the Greek modes. 
When marching battle, they move the sound in- 
strumental harmony, but the fallen angels proceed 

“In perfect phalanx the Dorian mode 
flutes and soft recorders; such raised 
height noblest temper, heroes old.” 
The Sabbath Day music the adoring angels heaven 
thus described Book VII “Paradise Lost”: 
“the harp 
Had work and rested not, the solemn pipe, 
And dulcimer, all organs sweet stop, 
All sounds fret string golden wire, 
Tempered soft tunings intermixed with voice, 
Choral unison.” 

The angels Adam’s day, according Milton, had 
evidently reached high state musical culture. They 
were not under the necessity waiting until the harp 
and the organ were invented Jubal, and with angelic 
prevision, were able compose their music the tem- 
pered scale, knowledge which, man was only pain- 
fully attain unto, through the centuries. 

Milton had inborn interest and love for music, 
and that love formed the most conspicuous thread his 
literary fabric. was this that gave English blank 
verse the grandeur and compass organ music. Music 
even affected the poet’s choice words, and the particular 
form the word, and even his pronunciation. His fre- 
quent use inversions, his fondness for alliteration, and 
the form many the compound epithets that coined 
freely, are all explained this deep-rooted de- 
votion music. Milton’s poetry almost all serious 
nature, and “Paradise Lost” and “Paradise Regained” 
hear about “celestial “Immortal harps 
golden and “angel trumpets.” the greatest 
English poets, and one trained graceful accomplish- 
ments, Milton’s references music are well worthy 
study. was especially fond referring vocal music, 
“angelic quires” singing heavenly anthems, the first 
pair joining 

“their vocal worship the quire 
creatures wanting voice.” 
“Paradise Lost.” the story Creation introduced 
similar adjuncts the marvelous work: 
“Thus was the first day even and morn; 
Nor passed uncelebrated nor unsung 
the celestial quires, when orient light 
Exhaling first from darkness they beheld, 
3irthday Heaven and Earth. With joy and shout 
The hollow universal orb they filled, 
And touched their golden harps, with hymning praised 
God and His works; Creator Him they sung, 
Both when first evening was, and when first morn.”

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Right Habits Study: When, How and 
Whom Developed?

Part The Moral, Psychological and Intellectual Aspects 
udy. 


Catholic School dedicated the task 

developing certain definite and permanent 
moral, intellectual and physical habits the lives 
children. Among these must included right 
habits study. Unless the Catholic school suc- 
ceeds teaching children how study, fails 
one its essential objectives. 

have acquired the ability study means that 
one has learned how study. Mastery this 
power enables one “to direct his mental energies 
effectively carrying through successful com- 
pletion some reasonable undertaking assign- 
ment.” process may require memorizing, drill 
and the mastery mechanical devices. may in- 
volve searching out needed information and putting 
into usable form. Finally may consist con- 
centrating thought upon the solution problems, 
either the direct practical problems incidental 
some project the more academic ones arising 
from history, geography, mathematics science. 
any case the mental process assimilating 
knowledge. such vital process and hence 
the mental attitude must alert, aggressive and 
purposive. the last analysis the ability study 
implies the personal power effective, independ- 
ent, mental self-direction. 

The practical difference between real studying 
and its opposite may illustrated the ways 
which pupils use text book. One pupil will in- 
discriminantly memorize certain sections the 
textbook. will waste great deal time 
the mechanical and inattentive reading assigned 
parts the book. gives little consideration 
important and unimportant material. Such pupil 
has not mastered one the functions right study, 
namely the efficient use the textbook. Another 
pupil will make intelligent use the text-book. 
distinguish between important and unimportant 
material. will try find out the author’s pur- 
pose writing the book the leading thought 
particular chapter the book. will test, 
check and judge the information the text-book 
his own experience and reason. word 
will the master and not the slave the text- 
book. 

Ability and power study are possible attain- 
ment the ordinary fact know 
that there are pupils every school who manifest 
independence, skill and persistence searching out 
information and mastering difficulties some spe- 
cial field knowledge which they have ab- 
sorbing interest. The work the school, and this 
means primarily the duty the teacher, multi- 
ply the number such pupils and make every 
subject appeal vitally the mental interests 
pupils. 

Fundamental training children study the 
formation right habits study. Habit forma- 
tion children greatly influenced the 


teaching they receive. Good habits are the prod- 
ucts efficient teaching. Evil habits are the prod- 
ucts inefficient teaching. Right habits study 
children imply real desire learn along with 
the power think clearly, accurately and persever- 
ingly. Only school can such habits usually 
developed. 

The formation right habits study involves 
the careful and intelligent training both the mind 
and the will. Ability study requires mental ex- 
ertion and mental exertion always demands the ex- 
ercise will power. educational truism 
say that “what pupil gets out his education 
depends largely what puts into it.” Feeble- 
ness intellect usually equivalent feebleness 
will power. There lacking the driving force 
strong, determined will. The “will study” 
the all important consideration the process 
forming right habits study. 

Educational psychology teaches the fact that 
right habits study can formed only repeat- 
personal mental effort the part the indi- 
vidual pupil. Real education 
Hence the function the teacher imbue her 
pupils with real desire study. Once this has 
been done, her work forming right habits 
study her pupils more than half accomplished. 

The starting point the formation right 
habits study the individual child’s will 
study. How can the teacher induce any individual 
pupil want study? Appealing motives must 
presented the pupil which will overcome 
mental inertia, secure.concentration and change the 
process study from drudgery joy and from 
compulsory tedious task one spontaneous joy- 
ful effort. Experience teaches that merely tell 
child that ought study will not convince him 
the utility and necessity study. Motivation 
must given the child which makes real ap- 
peal his inner nature. After all why any 
study? study for the purpose obtaining 
better understanding truth and goodness. Un- 
derstanding comes from appreciating the relation- 
ship new ideas, experiences and principles 
knowledge that already ours. Motives then that 
are understandable the light the child’s per- 
sonal experiences, needs, problems and desires must 
presented order move his will studious 
effort. 

Training children right habits study, like 
all true habit formation, very delicate and 
subtle process. requires thorough working 
knowledge sound child psychology. familiar- 
ity with the habits, tendencies and experiences 
child life required. How present motives that 
make real vital appeal the inner life the child 
must learned! 

Motivation must selective. For instance some 
the pupil’s past experiences attempting 
master the art study must forgotten and ob- 
literated. Past failures and discouragements are 
usually such. Other experiences are constant- 
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recalled and repeatedly used strengthening the 
pupil’s determination grow mental power. The 
fact that successful achievement leads greater 
achievement must never forgotten. 


Besides being selective the motivation must 
directive. The pupil’s curiosity, needs and desires 
are God’s endowments enable him grow 
knowledge and understanding. These must cor- 
rectly used the formation right habits 
study. suppress these all cases would dis- 
astrous. give them full rein all times would 
likewise fatal. Proper direction must given 
the child’s curiosity, needs and desires. Hence 
motivation must also directive. 


Closely connected with the moral and psycho- 
logical aspects forming right habits study are 
the intellectual factors involved the process. 
able study well art. Like all arts, skill 
studying obtained following definite scien- 
tific rules. able study successfully re- 
quires knowledge how use the factors and 
tools essential effective study. How organize 
ideas and principles how use the processes de- 
duction and how select and memorize 
essential facts and principles; how test and cor- 
relate information; how use the text-book, the 
notebook, encyclopedias and 
these pertain the science study. teach 
others how study the teacher must have first 
mastered the art study herself. Otherwise the 
well-intentioned efforts the pupil will mis- 
directed. The “will study” pupil will never 
make him student unless his energies are correct- 
and scientifically directed. Scientific direction 
then necessary order form right habits 
study and make them the pupil’s permanent posses- 
sion. 

Part II. When, How and Whom Developed? 

The process forming right habits study 
children properly function the school. Each 
member the teaching staff must co-operate pur- 
posively and actively the task. The process must 
begin the very moment the child enters the school 
and must zealously continued long the 
child remains school. 


Practically the process developing mental 
power children nothing more than the appli- 
cation the moral, psychological and intellectual 
principles basic the formation right habits 
study the daily life the classroom. 

The teacher must understand how children learn. 
She must appreciate the varying differences the 
learning process children advance from grade 
grade. the primary grades, children learn prin- 
cipally through imitation. Hence the teacher 
these grades will stress attention and observation 
the sources knowledge. the elementary 
grades children grow their ability discrimin- 
ate, handle and recall facts knowledge. The re- 
sourceful teacher will aim develop these powers 
apt and appealing methods. the intermediate 
grades, the judgment, reasoning and memory the 
pupils should fairly well developed. Here the 
function the teacher develop these faculties 
training children evaluate the facts 
edge and search out causes and effects. Strong 
emphasis the intermediate grades must also 
placed the cultivation the powers expres- 
sion, appreciation and enjoyment. 
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must taught with the right adaptation method 
the varying mental powers children every 
step their development. What most import- 
ant that the mental activity the growing child 
must rely less and less external stimuli and tend 
always become self-reliant, original and creative. 
The correct teaching every branch the cur- 
riculum the most practical way forming right 
habits study children. The why and the 
wherefore each study must known the 
teacher and must conveyed the pupil terms 
and motives understandable him. For instance, 
the teacher must realize that the most important 
function the reading lesson teach children 
think and love good literature. She must in- 
sist that pupils read intelligently all times. Otherwise 
the reading lesson will become mere mechanical exercise 
instead delightful period spent the pleasant and 
gratifying work learning about persons, places and 
things. The human element must emphasized the 
social subjects. The practical element must emphasized 
the scientific subjects. Teaching must never mere 
dry process imparting information without any attempt 
arouse the interest and maintain the attention pupils 
correlating new knowledge with their inmost thoughts 
and experiences. 

common complaint that the typical graduate 
the American school neither student, book lover 
nor searcher after knowledge, but one who satisfied 
with most superficial acquaintance with things and who 
can arrive conclusion from the most meager premises. 
Whether just not this complaint should teach the 
need insisting upon thoroughness and accuracy our 
pupils’ work. Attentive and intelligent repetition will 
long way developing the child’s capacity grow 
accurate and clear thinking power. 

Time devoted the specific purpose teaching chil- 
dren how study time well spent. can not devote 
too much attention teaching our pupils how study 
quickly and efficiently. The fact that are training 
children for life suggests the necessity teaching them 
how find the central thought any suggested lesson, 
how analyze and and synopsize, how take and keep 
notes, how use the dictionary and reference books and 
everything else that makes for efficiency the assimila- 
tion knowledge. Time intelligently devoted the 
specific purpose demonstrating how study will 
long way eliminating the appalling loss valuable 
time the classroom procedure many our present 
day schools. 

All this suggests the necessity supervised study. 
Supervised study should have its place every classroom. 
least the beginning the year and from time 
time entire period should devoted supervised 
study. first the teacher may give practical illustra- 
tion how lesson should studied topic mastered. 
This will include rapid reading survey the lesson, 
then thorough analysis all new terms; and discus- 
sion the relations and relative values the subject 
matter. The teacher will point out what empha- 
sized and what slighted, for many details are in- 
troduced the lesson for the purpose giving better 
meaning statements and need not remembered. The 
whole process should visualized, far possible 
means outlines and diagrams the blackboard. ‘The 
pupils should required jot down the main points, 
for other reason than fix their attention. After 
few practical illustrations the co-operative plan, the 
pupils should left their own initiative silent study 
under the supervision the teacher. 

the last analysis, the development right habits 
study depends upon the personality the individual 
teacher. The direct influence the teacher can the 
most produce correct habits study. The teacher must 
make her own enthusiasm contagious. Although some 
cases she may not succeed, yet with energetic 
teachers impossible for the vast majority pupils 
not enkindled with more than compulsory interest 
one another branch the curriculum. 

Let the teacher remember that one the finest tributes 
that can paid her that former pupil who 
gratefully says her “She taught how study.”

they grow older, and the limits knowledge 
are extended, children are not frank and fearless 
their search for truth. Few students resemble 
who failed summoned the 
priesthood the usual time, because his Superiors 
hesitated, when they observed his ardor for debate, 
and the large claims which made for reason; 
when they learned his home thrusts the thesis 
the master, and his treacherous which 
caused his teachers beg him put aside his diffi- 
culties till the end the injunction 
which the ardent young man often forgot. 

the pupils our Elementary Schools not 
know sufficiently how reason, then for us, 
teachers, endeavor discover the cause and 
apply the remedy, especially since this lack con- 
trary the bent nature, for rooted the very 
essence the mind unquenchable desire 
penetrate causes, and only when are well-posted 
causes, can understand facts which with prin- 
ciples and inferences form the three constituents 

According certain philosopher, some the 
causes this dearth reasoning are attributed 
poor system education, inefficient teachers, 
aiming chiefly success written examinations 
high percentages school tests, and lack 
preparation the part the pupil. 

the first point beyond the control the in- 
dividual teacher, shall deal directly with the sec- 
efficient teacher student all her life. 
For her, educational psychology hobby. Meth- 
ods she studies from the best authors. School 
journals she reads faithfully she says her daily 
prayers, since the essence teaching not matter 
alone but the three M’s—matter, mind and method. 
Likewise she knows that two faculties the human 
mind are fundamental, namely, acquiring knowl- 
edge and reflecting upon this acquisition, other 
words, taking mental pabulum and thoroughly di- 
gesting it. 

teach effectively the professor must well 
versed the theory the psychology methods 
and its principles, which methods may classed 
analytic, synthetic, inductive, deductive, objec- 
tive and subjective. Each these complete 
itself, yet practice, they into 
one another.

Synthesis 
the process putting together the constituent 
parts whole. puts similar related truths and 
elements together, form unit, starting with 
known related truth. teach first the letters 
word and then the word, have the synthetic 
method which, rule, preferable the lower 
grades. 

Teaching the inductive method cause the 
learner investigate individual cases and apply 
what true them class, proceeding from the 
particular the general. give conclusions reli- 
ability and accuracy, necessary examine 
many separate cases, noting similarity and analogy 
with great care. The inductive method leads the 
pupil grasp the idea before given the terms 
definitions standing for it, examine any in- 
dividual case before stating the general rule 
definition. Arithmetic induction begins with the 
study concrete examples, leading discovery 
basic principles and the knowledge and appli- 
cations the rule for solving similar examples. 
Grammar conveys the searcher after truth the 
idea phrase, clause, sentence and the parts 
speech before asking him define them. fact 
deals with all primary subjects through oral in- 
vestigation concrete cases, thus leading gen- 
eral ideas from the concrete the abstract. 

Deductive teaching aims verify general terms, 
rules and definitions. logical reasoning 
which compare two related truths from which 
the third deduced. involves the syllogism. 
Arithmetic would stated thus: Four books cost 
four times the cost one book. One book costs 
one therefore, four books cost four times one 
dollar four dollars. This method, while may 
used elementary grades, better suited 
higher grades, though the deductive and the induc- 
tive should strengthen and supplement each other. 

Objective teaching presenting subject con- 
cretely illustrating from the child’s daily ex- 
perience. presents the mind what natural 
and real instead what ideal and imaginary. 
appeals the senses, since all knowledge first 
acquired through sense perception. aims pre- 
sent clear mental pictures and concrete realities. 
This was Christ’s method when taught par- 
ables, and the Catholic Church the finest expon- 
ent His teaching, with its pictures, images, 
statues, and symbols, imaging God and the 
supernatural life and elevating our minds and 
hearts them. school work objective teaching 
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examplified nature study, excursions stores, 
mills, printing houses, docks, museums and libra- 
ries. 

subjective teaching lead the child con- 
ceive, judge, reason. manufactures finished 
products from objective knowledge raw materi- 
als, after they are possessed the mind. works 
and generalizes primary ideas. 

much for method; yet methods are not the 
only requisite teacher. efficient teacher 
studies each child under her charge, its tempera- 
ment, likes and dislikes and its home life. These 
are the keys that open the door child mind, and 
this possession the teacher add generous en- 
thusiasm and love for the child, well love for 
her work, all will well. There nothing 
contagious enthusiasm and love work. Not 
only are the pupils easily affected and brought 
into the same state mind, but patrons, parents, 
and School Board members eventually experience 
similar feelings. 

The teacher must create interest the work, 
she seeking excellent results; consequently, this 
must done before she can teach reasoning. 
mistake she thinks denouncing Wild West 
thrillers the movie screen, skating and skiing- 
parties, will adjust attention. Like the infant 
caught stealing jam, who, when slap the 
shoulder sent the glass jar the floor thousand 
pieces, retorted, “You can make dop, but you 
can’t make dop tinking about jelly.” 


There another point about which much can 
said, and that is, making examination results the 
chief goal. the teacher the only one responsible 
for this view? means. Pupils desire good 
results, and the teaching body general want ex- 
cellent results. Woe betide the poor teacher whose 
class has low standing June Commencement! 
Can you blame class teacher, then, times, 
face all this publicity, she gives less time 
develop reasoning, that she depends more mem- 
ory, when the heavy, and the May 
examination tension looming up? High percent- 
ages are not true tests intelligence, neither are 
final examinations, and think less attention were 
given First Class honors, high marks were not 
widely advertised and generally lauded, teach- 
ing would more agreeable profession, and bet- 
ter results would follow. The stars the class- 
room are often the most ungrateful pupils few 
later, and, rule, are certainly not the ones 
that eventually bring most honor their Alma 
Mater. 


The force environment modifies existing pow- 
ers; home, well school, influences education, 
and education always results the production 
intelligence. the home the educated, the child 
receives vast amount information well 
the inspiration excel. The uneducated parents 
too often throw the entire burden mental devel- 
opment upon the teacher. Even the inspiration 
they should furnish, they too often fail proffer. 
The school can accomplish much has the 
proper material work upon, but parents must 
co-operate, and then the child will begin class with 
the proper preparation and with purpose view 
that tends application, both for the work done 
the class room and the tasks accomplished be- 
yond the precincts the school. 
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much for the opinion the philosopher; now 
shall give few personal thoughts the subject 
reasoning. Mathematics develop reasoning pow- 
ers, probably more than the other subjects taught 
the elementary grades. Why, then, our pupils 
often fail Arithmetic? Because ignore the 
law self-activity which the foundation all 
real educative growth. The actual moving force 
all school work should come from interest with- 
the individual, brought about the feeling that 
the work worth while—that some way will 
real use immediate future activities. Let 
the teacher then make clear that failure success 
does not depend much upon what the boy knows 
upon what does with what knows; that 
the acid test education the practical applica- 
tion what knows; that learns not 
simply doing but doing intelligently. Only 
that pupil has practical knowledge mathematics 
who can apply mathematical principles solving 
problems which meet him his business profes- 
sional life. manufacturing centers the problems 
given should those the manufacturer, min- 
ing districts, those the miner, rural places, 
agricultural terms should used, and with 
the other various industrial activities. Thus the 
pupil has immediate interest, because deal- 
ing with something familiar. 

think that mental work should always precede 
written work. When began teaching was 
alarmed when Superior told not only 
write out the mental work for each morning, but 
memorize these problems. thought the task 
beyond me, for understood was obliged from 
the outset memorize all that was required for the 
ten minutes’ drill, whereas one problem was all that 
was necessary begin by. The outcome all 
was that with time could give many questions 
without reference preparation copy, and re- 
sults were much more satisfactory. Then 
turn, tried the plan with class, because always 
remarked that many pupils set work 
soon problem read out. Question them 
what given and what found, and they 
have not waited reflect; they are putting down 
figures that lead nowhere. With oral problems 
easier vary the examples; more rapid; the 
teacher can more easily reach the individual; and 
when each pupil obliged 
propose question her turn, she delighted, 
breeds interest. 


After the mental drill use the board, teacher and 
pupils.

dignity and grace found? Where more perfect 
manners? Manners are not inherited. The prince 
well the pauper must learn imitation and 
personal effort, and gentle manners, like spotless 
lilies, have been known flourish amid unfavorable 
surroundings. They can acquired they were 
the mother Constantine and other queens 
lowly origin. The word manners here used 
understood Burke: “Manners are what vex 
soothe, corrupt purify, exalt debase, barbarize 
refine us, constant, steady, uniform, insens- 
ible operation, like that the air breathe in.” 
There little danger that the manners teacher 
will corrupt debase, but must admit that not 
all soothe refine. This defect manners 
greatly deplored since not only makes the 
classroom less pleasant place live in, but, what 
still more serious, reduces minimum 
teacher’s influence for good. “Virtue itself offends 
when coupled with forbidding manners.”

Such one would certain- 
pupils and suggest rather low The chief 
harm other mannerisms lies their extraordin- 
ary power cause distractions and destroy dis- 
cipline. Even one pronounced mannerism can make 
teacher’s life miserable. Sad indeed, then, the 
fate teacher whose classroom stimuli provoke 
undesirable responses. For her one can prophesy 
failure and invalid’s The wise young 
teacher will, therefore, aim eliminating, her 
own efforts, and with the help kind advisers, 
every disturbing element her behavior and dress, 
and will emulate the world’s old, experienced teach- 
ers whom instruction has proved fountain 
perpetual youth, and who can attribute their suc- 
cess, great measure, their control manner- 
isms. 

Let consider some the mannerisms that 
have killed joy and learning many well- 
equipped classroom, beginning with hands, the 
movements which, psychologists say, reveal the 
workings the owner’s mind. Hands have won- 
derful power! Without touching anything but the 
air they can quell revolt stir rebellion ac- 
John. Experience has taught from babyhood 
that they can soothe and exalt, annoy and de- 
press. Surely teacher will find study hands 
and their training fascinating study and great 
aid securing discipline dignified way. Hands, 
moreover, like other influential agents, must 
kept where they belong. Show the teacher who 
does not rest them her hips, who does not saw 
the air too vigorous gesticulation, who does not 
handle chalk, eraser, etc., when not about use 
them, who does not beat tattoo her lips with 
pencil pen, rub her face with dust and germ- 
laden fingers, and will declare her value 
things brought from afar. She is, indeed, 
rara avis can proved even brief period 
purposeful observation classrooms. The feet, 
well the hands, have their 
stamping, tilting, shuffling, toeing toeing out 
—all showing mind’s lack control over body 
and each interfering some way with the learning 
process. 

Cardinal Manning says: “God gave our fea- 
tures, but make our own countenances.” And 
what queer countenances some make for 
ourselves! Each feature has its own trouble-mak- 
ing device. The eyes may rolled towards the 
ceiling, squinted frequently, kept closed while 
the teacher talking; the nose may rubbed 
crosswise lengthwise, twisted pulled; the 
mouth may stretched and the lips compressed, 
pursed, parted. Imagine the facial expression! 
And think that during any these grotesque 
performances, intelligent, healthy children are ex- 
pected restrain their laughter and politely 
unobservant! Impossible! 
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Inappropriate dress distracts children very readi- 
ly, does any sudden change style. Religious 
teachers are free from anxiety this score. Never- 
theless, even the religious garb may occasion cer- 
tain undesirable mannerisms capable exciting the 
risible faculties pupils. Appropriate dress 
difficult problem for lay teachers. They have not 
the independence the religious this matter. 
They must weigh the balance popular taste and 
youthful taste. They must dress attractively, for 
children are comforted and refined beauty. They 
must have four five different dresses, or, men, 
three four different suits, order that the pupils 
may not distracted unexpected change

hopelessly upset the laugh provoked 
some peculiarity teacher’s dress manner. 
still truism that “nothing kills like ridicule” 
even the ridicule immature child. tactful 
person will not expose herself it.

All the principles included all the 
English lessons that has had should practiced 
occasion presents. this not done the child 
will like the teacher who satisfied present 
the lesson given the text and treat the prin- 
ciples and rules therein laid down, afterwards 
neglecting put them into practice; the child 
will satisfied give his attention the lesson 
for the time being, but outside class all this may 
forgotten.

Now, that 
the child has attained some efficiency penmanship 
there may tendency allow most his com- 
positions come the written form. false idea 
that children’s work could show progress only 
the written form has kept the oral language work 
the background too long. Then, too, teachers 
general have failed exercise careful vigilance 
regard correct expression the facts history, 
geography, constitution, physiology, and other sub- 
jects that are taught the curriculum. Even the 
explanations given the arithmetic problems, the 
correct expression thought found place. The 
teacher mathematics concerned only with the 
intricate workings the problem the teacher 
history concerned with the facts produced. 
must never lose sight the fact that our children 
are possess the joy easy, delightful delivery 
speech they must taught its correct expression 
all the studies all the days throughout the 
years. There other way except the one al- 
ready mentioned, that INSPIRATION. 

Inspiration the sure and easy way, but not all 
teachers have the gift inspire, they must tread 
the path eternal vigilance they would succeed. 
you ask how you may acquire the gift inspire? 
wedded your work, let for you the 
work this great wide world: the work instruct- 
ing others unto justice. What beautiful thought 
know that you may the inspiration the 
great men and women be! 

Your chief concern the class room should 
watch your children carefully that they may not 
contract bad speech habits; judiciously criticise all 
incorrect expressions; and hold yourself responsible 
for the prevalence incorrect speech. 

The teacher the fifth grade should develop the 
following four points with her children during this 
school year. These points should enter into the 
work prominently this stage the children’s ad- 
vance: 
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develop logical thinking: this will give the 
children the power even this tender age 
discriminate and judge all matters, espe- 
cially that speech. 

develop the power constructive criti- 
cism: this will teach the children order 
thought well expression thought. 

develop appreciation for the beautiful:

develop the power feel: this will teach 
the children personal pride feeling that 
their thought expressed sufficiently beauti- 
ful inspire feeling, and regulate their 
emotions the proper channel.

The 
second month the impromptu speech should cover 
two minutes, and the third month should cover 
three minutes, and the end the first sem- 
ester, when any child the sixth grade should 
able talk for five minutes any familiar subject 
suggested the teacher. The five-minute period 
should continue the end the school year. 
the discretion the teacher subjects for these talks 
may prepared the children, but more often 
they should given without any immediate prep- 
aration. The subject, course, should familiar 
the child; should one that had been dis- 
cussed class some time previous, may 
something with which the child familiar his 
outside activities. case the teacher suggests 
topic with which the child not sufficiently fam- 
iliar, the child can least use one minute two, 
even more telling that does not happen 
familiar with this particular subject the pres- 
ent time, that glad was suggested, that 
realizes should know something about it, that 
will study and glad give another time.

Preliminary Questions 


the importance the teaching religion need 
not speak. are profoundly convinced the vital 
part religion must play our life and hence cannot but 
consider religious instruction the most important sub- 
ject the entire curriculum our schools. matter 
fact, the elaborate system education which tre- 
mendous cost are maintaining our country has for 
its inspiration the one thought securing for religion 
the place education which entitled. But 
assign religion the very first place also follows that 
our great concern must that this outstanding and com- 
manding subject should well taught. other sub- 
ject near our hearts. About other subject 
entertain keener anxiety. have admit failure 
the teaching other topics might truly mortifying, 
but could not produce the crushing disappointment 
which would ours had confess that the 
teaching religion fell short the objectives 
had set ourselves. Here the thought failure absolute- 
intolerable. the teaching religion must make 
good. owe this God whose rights education 
are defending. owe the parents who entrust 
their children and that for other purpose but 
that they might well instructed and trained this 
matter supreme moment. 

is, therefore, not comfortable feeling have 
face the fact that the results our religious training are 
not exactly what they might expected be. 
amount optimism can entirely reassure this point. 
From competent and well meaning quarters has been 
dinned into our ears that things might better. Not 
inclined self deception are willing face the facts 
squarely and make attempt gloss them over. This 
much can say for our justification, that the cause 
the failure cannot sought lack zeal. The religi- 
ous teachers the country have not spared themselves 
but have devoted themselves with utter self-forgetfulness 
their tasks. Any one who knows them will concur 
this testimony. Neglect duty entirely out the 
question. The fault, then, lies elsewhere. 

have long ago lost sympathy for those who for edu- 
cational failures always put the blame the school. 
cowardly thing, frequently done those who have 
some fault their own cover up. The school receives 
the material, upon which work, from the homes. 
our days this material very often unpromising 
nature. Parents not rarely indulge the fond delusion that 
the moment they send their children school they are 
relieved all responsibility. Few them think posi- 
tively and constructively co-operating with the teachers 
their children.

considerably lightened and success assured. The 
children will the gainers close and helpful contacts 
exist between home and school, between parents and 
teachers. Along this line much work remains done. 
long the school expected the work the 
teacher well that the parents cannot reach its 
highest degree efficiency and will necessarily fall short 
the ideal. 

religious education, then, has partially been failure 
must born mind that the school alone cannot 
made responsible for the fact but that part least 
the blame must shared the home. Justice demands 
that praise and blame fairly apportioned and that one 
not condemned for the faults another. change 
for the better can only come when all the factors 
cerned realize their shortcomings and mend their ways. 
This vindication the work our schools really 
needed and earnest teachers will appreciate it. Con- 
scientious teachers have desire shirk their duties 
but they naturally chafe under unjust criticism. 

not our intention absolve the school entircly 
from responsibility the matter failure 
education. Teachers gifted with vision feel that the 
methods employed teaching religion must brought 
ty’s sake. The old methods are not discarded 
least modified merely because they are old. They are 
supplanted new methods because the new methods 
have proved successful other fields and 
therefore, make for better results also when applied 
the teaching religion. 


method way doing thing. all depart- 
ments life there are wasteful and economical ways 
doing things. teaching, especially, there are good and 
bad methods. The good methods save energy and time. 
teacher using bad methods may work twice hard 
teacher using efficient methods and yet accomplish far 
less.

Certainly that would worth while gain, 
because teaching its best arduous work. render 
the process teaching easier and time-saving undoubt- 
edly very desirable from the standpoint the teacher. 
desirable moreover from the standpoint the child. 
Poor teaching methods make learning hard. The teacher 
who uses poor methods very trying for the children. 
Such methods take all the pleasure out learning and 
reduce the worst kind drudgery. Both teacher 
and children, accordingly, suffer from the use ineffec- 
tive methods. Another point, however, must consid- 
ered. Though under system poor educational meth- 
ods the teachers well the children exert themselves 
the utmost they achieve but scant results. From what- 
ever point view may look the matter, poor teach- 
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ing methods are very uneconomical. They make teach- 
ing and learning distasteful; they waste time and energy; 
they make the class veritable ordeal all concerned: 
they render the object taught odious, and after having 
exacted heavy toll labor they remain barren re- 
sults. The question method, then, surely deserves our 
attention. 

may said about the text used the 
teaching religion. Whilst other branches the teacher 
may cast about and select manual which thinks best 
suited for his purpose, religion has little 
choice. most cases the catechism put his hands 
and the catechetical text must made the basis his 
teaching. this text supposed adhere rigidly. 
The nature the subject way requires 
cedure. The teacher teaches religion not his own right 
but representative the Church. Ultimately, there- 
fore, the Church must determine the text and limit the 
freedom the Few teachers will regret this 
curtailment their liberty. considerable margin for 
individuality and self expression still remains. What 
might said, however, that the existing catechism 
not all respects pedagogically perfect. Some are rather 
merciless their strictures the catechisms chiefly 
use. Many these criticism are exaggerated, others, 
however, are but too well founded. There question 
but that our catechisms should remodeled and brought 
into accord with the requirements modern didactics. 
This gigantic task. There hope that not too far 
distant future will bring the necessary improvements. 
Meanwhile would not rail against what have but 
make the best it. have aversion for the text- 
book are using unfavorably affects our teaching. With 
proper methods, can get much even out our cate- 
chisms, Doctrinally they are correct. Their pedagogical 
shortcomings can supply. 

These preliminary remarks are intended give 
measure comfort. They are made let feel that 
some respects our religious education failure 
not bear the exclusive responsibility for this failure.

old proverb which very well known and 
found some form most languages runs, “It 
worry, not work, that kills people.” The wide diffusion 
the proverb makes very clear that represents 
universal truth founded the nature man. According 
old tradition said that some his friends once 
asked St. Anthony the Hermit who lived over 
hundred and spent some seventy years solitude the 
desert, what was the greatest trouble had ever had 
life. With the opportunities for introspection that en- 
joyed solitary, was probably thought that must 
have been able weigh these various troubles and esti- 
mate them according their relative importance. The 
answer that attributed him—it sounds little bit 
though were much more modern than his time—is very 
interesting. said, “Oh, have had lot troubles 
but most them never happened.” 

That formula contains better characterization worry 
than almost any other that can made. Worry taking 
trouble over things that may happen the future that 
may have happened the past though yet you are not 
sure about them, but that will prove very often time 
anything but troubles and sometimes actu- 
ally helps the road life. 

Worry old Anglo-Saxon word that comes from the 
verb wurgan which means take the throat, and 
very expressive term. Dogs “worry” sheep jumping 
and biting their throats and pulling them down 
suck their life blood. Worried people have something 
that same feeling tightness and discomfort the throat 
region which the sheep must suffer from when the dogs 
are jumping and pulling them down. Worry has been 
defined from sociological standpoint the tendency 
occupy oneself with what has done next week 
should have been done yesterday, while all the while you 
should occupying yourself with what you are doing 
today. The remorse over spilt milk and the solicitude over 
what has come but has not come yet, spoils the efficacy 
labor for the present moment and makes trebly hard 
accomplish what one has today. the letting 
the dead past bury its dead and letting the future care for 
itself until time care for that most character- 
istic the genuinely religious mind. This treble pre- 
occupation with future, present and past more prone 
bring about nervous exhaustion called and nervous 
breakdown than anything else have. There another 
factor that enters into these cases very often. That 
doing things and watching oneself them lest should 
seriously strain our powers faculties actually break 
down the doing them with some very damaging re- 
sults perhaps permanent character. deep dread 
this kind puts brake the energy that have, divides 
good, but harm. 

able say, “Thy Will done,” fervently, the 
best possible factor for enabling dismiss the past 
and divert ourselves from solicitude about the future. 
can then devote ourselves the task today quietly 
and wholeheartedly and without any waste energy and 
without any short circuiting energy within that 
merely wastes power. 

great many people are probably inclined think that 
prayer does not accomplish much this life but 
that because they not know how pray. Almost 
needless say, prayer never merely repetition 
formula words even though there may the greatest 
attention them and though they may well chosen 
and deeply expressive. Prayer something deeper and 
higher than that and according the well known defini- 
tion lifting the heart God and acknowledg- 
ment our dependence Him. the words the old 
catechism raising the mind God asking 
for help, begging forgiveness for past errors and thanking 
Him for all that has done for us.” Prayer our 
generation sometimes seems too ideal thing prac- 
tical but the great Cardinal Mercier’s expression must not 
forgotten this regard: “The ideal not dream but 
your practical duty every day.” 

The most important thing the world for health and 
long life keep from being solicitous about the future 
over-regretful the past. Man’s principal task 
avoid vain hopes and futile regrets. believe was Cardi- 
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nal Mercier who said that “all that have 
Will today.” set people the world 
think are more likely devote themselves just this 
ideal paying attention the present and not worrying 
over the future nor crying over spilt milk than the Sisters. 
course the vast majority them have none the 
sources worry that are most disturbing for the people 
the world. They have money solicitude though 
very few them superiors suffer because it. They 
need not solicitous about the future and whether 
they shall cared for properly their old age, for they 
have the older Sisters round them and they know how 
much they are respected the community and cared for. 
Unfortunately does happen about once century that 
some nation even our modern civilization jealous 
their happiness puts the religious orders out and creates 
set very unfortunate conditions for the old Sisters 
the community particularly, but this uncommon 
did happen, God’s Will and somehow will 
provide for His own. 


general the attitude mind Sisters, that 
women religious, toward life very helpful toward the 
prolongation life. There great spirit joyfulness 
among them and this keeps them from worrying about 
little things. course few among them are chronic 
worriers. After all worry human and worry even 
more human than But that rather exceptional 
and represents dread phobia rather than ordinary 
state mind. think the phobias psychoneuroses, 
that nervous conditions, which can ordinarily over- 
come proper cultivation the spirit joyfulness. 
great many men and women after they have attained adult 
life and are going toward middle life, are inclined 
suffer from certain amount obsession, that feel- 
ing that there some misfortune hovering over them 
that something may happen them that will make life 
very uncomfortable. Sisters have much less this than 
the average the population around them. 


The reason for this undoubtedly that they have sav- 
ing sense the care Providence for them. distin- 
guished English neurologist who had had good deal 
with the care the insane well nervous people 
quoted Professor William James his well known 
essay “The Energies Men” emphasizing the fact 
that prayer the great dissipator the dreads and pho- 
bias life. The physician quoted from was Dr. Thomas 
Hyslop the great West Riding Insane Asylum Eng- 
land, and did not hesitate declare that “the effect 
prayer those who habitually practice must 
regarded doctors the most adequate and normal 
all the pacifiers the mind and calmers the nerves 
that have.” Dr. Hyslop went even farther than that 
declaration the British Medical Association its 
large annual meeting which said that, “The best 
sleep producing agent which practice has revealed 
prayer.” 

have often said before but think well worth while 
repeat here that whenever man woman can 
look calmly forward the future and say from the bottom 
his her heart, “Thy Will done,” this constitutes 
the best aid that have for relief from the vague worries 
and dreads and phobias that are likely disturb great 
many people. When realized that His Will will 
done anyhow and that only question our con- 
sidering that somehow what wills for the best for 
us, even though may not quite see how can so, 
only very imperfectly understand it, great sense se- 
curity awakened. This does not happen result 
merely the conscious repetition the words “Thy Will 
done” few times but many times until has become 
habit mind and heart and soul that means much for 
practical every day life. 


great many Sisters whom have known personally 
and intimately have had that state mind which 
well represented the well-known book mark leaflet 
St. Teresa which the great Carmelite said always 
have had near her companion many trials and trib- 
ulations. able get into the state mind which 
represented those few brief lines indeed very 
precious thing for the bodily health, the mental attitude 
and even the spiritual life the individual concerned.

uncritical partiality and biased interpretation 
Catholic historians have not deviated 
standards truth and science the extent the 
non-Catholic historians the older school. Indeed, 
they were under less inducement and temptation 
so. other words, during the centuries which 
followed Luther’s revolt from the old Church, par- 
tisan history was nature serve the Protestant 
historians rather than the Catholic writers. The 
Revolt had justified, and what more efficient 
way doing than paint the past the mother 
Church dark and black could be. This was 
the method the Magdeburg Centuries. Catholic 
historians had only, for the most part, tell the 
truth vindicated. Abuses there were, especial- 
during the declining Middle Ages. But the good 
had been abundant, other periods, 
and had only brought out This the great op- 
ponent the Centuries, Cardinal Baronius, did 
his magnum opus, the “Annals.” had but 
appeal the truth the past seen his 
splendid qualities “unprecedented historical pene- 
tration, power research, and zeal for verifica- 
tion,” but most all the mature and marching 
dignity his chapters, which appear all better 
form when compared with the tone the Centuries. 
Baronius was fine precedent for Catholic scholars, 
and his example was not lost. The great Benedic- 
tine school Saint-Maur, which Mabillon was 
worthy representative, and the long continued 
school the Bollandists with Rosweyde and 
Bollandus their head continued the excellent and 
courageous traditions Baronius. men 
acknowledged truth even when was unsavory. 
Baronius has some pointed reflections make upon 
the methods Pope Alexander and the Bol- 
landists’ constant unfolding objective truth 
against the beliefs and even the attacks tradi- 
tionalist schools has been not long since interest- 
ingly told their present chief, Hippolyte Dele- 
haye, S.J. 

But fierce was the Protestant attack and 
constant the imputation evil that there arose two 
quite natural reactions the Catholic camp: First, 
retaliation offense and flinging back im- 
putation. Then, apologetic attitude which did 
not only refute false imputation, but came also 
excuse explain away even such things could 
hardly defended. this way the separate fields 
history and apologetics became confused, and 
many older generation than ourselves con- 
ceived history primarily defense the 
Church. then one saw emotion and party 
spirit encroaching upon the field criticism and 
science, good deal Catholic historiography fell 
off from the splendor the examples have just 
mentioned. 

But the spirit the New History has been long 
stirring Catholic circles. The ringing words 
Montalembert the preface his “Monks the 
West,” advocating frankness and candor and judi- 
cious interpretation with regard the abuses 
the Church have been largely assimilated. Cardinal

greatest.” Above all, the authoritative voice Leo 
XIII has spoken. Besides his advice the histor- 
ian omit nothing that true, wrote the 
French clergy 1899: “God does not want our lies. 
The historian will able better manifest the 
Church’s divine origin.... proportion 
faithful keep back nothing the trials which she 
has had experience the course ages through 
the frailty her children, and sometimes even 
her ministers.” How identical spirit was the ad- 
vice Father Francis Wernz, General the 
Society Jesus, when said the Jesuit histor- 
ians who were about begin their monumental his- 
tory the whole Society: “The only foundation 
for edification the truth.” Faithful the above 
scientific principles has been pre-eminently Dr. Lud- 
wig von Pastor his history the Popes. And 
because the Jesuit historians just referred have 
been faithful the whole the advice their 
general enjoy today the critical works Father 
Antonio Astrian for Spain and Father Tacchi Ven- 
turi for Italy. Father Hartmann Grisar, S.J., 
his standard volumes Luther has touched the 
very summit fairness, while names like Hippo- 
lyte Delehaye, Henri Baudrillart, Salembier, 
Henri Pirenne and DeWulf can taken random 
from the works Continental historians swell 
the list Catholic representatives the New His- 
tory. English historians have followed the excellent 
example Lingard: men like Cardinal Gasquet, 
Bede Jarret, Father Cuthbert, Edmund 
Gardner, A.L. Maycock and the Jesuits Herbert 
Lucas, Herbert Thurston and the late John Hunger- 
ford Pollen. 


Though the names eminent Catholic historians 
America are not abundant, nevertheless the 
New History not without its noteworthy repre- 
sentatives. The eminent John Gilmary Shea, the 
pioneer Catholic historiography the United 
States, must felicitated for the excellence his 
tone time when this excellence was less com- 
mon. The Rev. Peter Guilday the Catholic Uni- 
versity America, his “Introduction the Study 
Church History,” insists the spirit criticism 
and impartiality, and condemns those Catholic 
historians “who have sacrificed truth partisan 
feeling, private passion, earthly 
Father Guilday advocated for the cultivation im- 
partiality the development the “moral virtues, the 
chief which are prudence, justice, temperance, and 
later volume, edited the same 
author and contributed the distinguished 
Catholic historians the United States, received 
high praise the American Historical Review for 
the excellence its tone. The volumes Carlton 
Hayes are fair and well-balanced points that 
used provoke impassioned judgment that be- 
comes difficult determine whether Catholic has 
been the author. Carlton Hayes and Parker 
Moon have written text for schools which 
embodiment the new spirit. have typical 
example the progress the New History among 
Catholic scholars America “Modern World”, 
the textbook used many Catholic secondary 
schools and written the Jesuit Fathers Francis 
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Betten and Alfred Kaufman. There spirit 
frankness here and candor that you will look 
for vain some the older textbooks. This 
becomes particularly apparent when the causes 
the Protestant Revolt are touched upon. Father 
Betten, who wrote this portion the book, has here 
repressed the “endemic perennial fidget” about giv- 
ing scandal. You will not find the older books 
written for Catholic schools such candid paragraphs 
are grouped together under chapter twentieth 
“Modern World” dealing with the “need and pos- 
sibility true reform.” 

This spirit the New History has manifested 
itself down through all the grades and strata 
Catholic thought and output. Thus the articles 
Pope “The Catholic World” for Sep- 
tember, 1926, and, more important still, the splendid 
exposition “The Ecclesiastical Review” for No- 
vember, 1927 the Oxford scholar, Father Cuth- 
bert, O.S.F.C., “The Catholic Reformation 
the Sixteenth Century.” the summer 1919 the 
late Rev. Theodore Pockstaller, S.J., gave the 
University Santa Clara course lectures in- 
stinct with the spirit the New History. The seed 
then planted his pupils has since sprouted and 
now bearing fruit. The courses now being offer- 
the Jesuit seminaries, Father Robert 
Schwickerath Woodstock College, Maryland, and 
Father Francis Mannhardt St. Louis Uni- 
versity follow along the same lines enlightened 
scholarship. Father Herbert Lucas, J., gave not 
many years ago course lectures Liverpool, 
England, for laymen the abuses the Church 
prior Luther’s revolt. was criticized for this 
some his confreres, but replied that was 
good for Catholics know these facts about their 
own Church, and any case, were better that 
Catholics learn these things from Catholic sources 
and under Catholic auspices than from other sources 
further removed. the winter 1922 Inns- 
bruck, Austria, the Rev. Francis Pangerl, S.J., gave 
course lectures for laymen which the title 
read: “Dark Pages the History the Church.” 


Thus the New History, introducing spirit 
fairness and justice, bringing about the un- 
impassioned consideration and judicious interpreta- 
tion all the groups objective facts, leveling 
barrier which more than anything else was blocking 
the progress modern historiography. The New 
History giving both Catholic and non-Catho- 
lic historians what they needed most. Catholics 
greater spirit humility and candor shown the 
willingness admit weakness and faults and 
abuses the story their Church’s past; non- 
Catholic scholars spirit for fairness and impartial- 
ity and willingness give credit for what was 
good the old Church and the Middle Ages 
which was the soul. 

conclusion, the spirit the New History may 
well illustrated the closing passage Lynn 
Thorndike’s Medieval Europe: “The passing the 
Middle Ages was many respects matter 
regarded not without regret. writer who was not 
Roman Catholic and who knew both medieval and 
modern history, Bishop Stubbs, the Church 
England, the great authority the medieval devel- 
opment the British Constitution, has thus com- 
pared the thirteenth with the sixteenth century:

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Studying “for the Mind’s Sake” 


scathing condemnation the educational methods 
that time prevalent Great Britain was written Fred- 
erick Harrison, the historian, some forty years ago. His 
own education, gained earlier era, had been system- 
atic, but free from the pressure and grind that later came 
into vogue. had been the care tutors who taught 
him study “for the mind’s sake.” teacher and exam- 
iner became familiar with subsequent methods in- 
struction, and exploded against them these words in- 
dignant protest: 

“Our modern education hardening into narrow and 
debasing mill. Education over-driven, over-systematic, 
monotonous, mechanical. school and college, lads 
and girls are being drilled like German recruits—forced 
into regulation style learning, thinking, and even 
writing. They all think the same thing, and arti- 
ficial The round endless examination reduces 
education professional ‘cram,’ where the repetition 
given formulas passes for knowledge, and, where the ac- 
curate memory some teacher’s ‘tips’ takes the place 
thought. Education ought the art using the mind 
and arranging knowledge. becoming the art 
swallowing pellets special The professor 
mashes kind mental ‘pemmican,’ which rams 
into the learner’s gullet. When the pupil vomits these 
pellets, called ‘passing his examination with honors.’ 
Teachers and pupils cease think, learn, enjoy, 
feel. They become cogs huge revolving mill-wheel; 
which never ceases the dust chaff. thirty years the 
academic mill, which runs now high pressure like 
Cunard liner racing home, has never turned out one single 
fresh mind one fertile idea.” 


Harrison’s criticism was aimed modern education, 
and looked back with respect the past. Long before 
Harrison’s time, however, there had been caustic disap- 
proval education conducted Great Britain. was 
Robert Southey (1774-1843) who declared, “All learned 
Oxford was little swimming and little boating.” 


There always has been criticism educational methods. 
Frequently the methods have been changed, notwithstand- 
ing which criticism has continued. Two reasons for this 
which have existed the past will persist. One that 
nothing human perfect, and the other that critics rarely 
are content with anything falling short impossible 
ideal. well, doubt, for those charge educa- 
tional institutions listen suggestions for improve- 
ment, adopting such seem good their eyes; but 
also well for them remember that not even critics 
are infallible—some being shallow, some conceited, and 
most them irresponsible. Despite the fault found with 
methods higher education the present time, 
worthy remark that larger proportion parents are 
sending their children college than ever before the 
history the world. Not all who college come 
forth scholars, but those who study for their mind’s sake 
will become better equipped for the battle life.

Thoroughness essential for the at- 
tainment satisfactory and lasting 
results. What only half taught 
might almost well not taught 
all.
